The barbecue was excellent 
and garnished with all the vegetables of the 
season—the meats and vegetables all reared 
and grown on tke premises. .Among other 
things or the table was a plentiful supply of 
sweet potatoes of last year’s growth, of which 
one thing the asylum farm raised last year 
3,000 bushels. 500 pounds of flour, 50 pounds 
each of sugar ana coffee, 450 pounds of beef, 
besides large quantities of corn meal, molas- 
ses, bacon, tea and vegetables are used daily, 
and the average cost for food for each patient 
is 35 cents per day.

A Vist to one of the Model Farms of the County—The 
Prolific Yield of the 8o011—Oa-:s, Corn and Cotton )

ALBbanyn, June 3.—The plantation of W. 
H. Culpepper, lies in the eighth dis- 
trict of Mitchell county, being the northwest 
corner onthe east side of Flint river, about 
eight miles above Camilla, and twenty-five 
duc south from Albany. I have heretofore 
expressed the opinion that Mitchell was one 
of the best farming counties in southwest 
Georgia, and this place being one of the lar- 
gest and best managed plantations in Mitch- 
ell, I shall describe it, premising that several 
others around, owned by Collins, Cochran, 
Dandy, Spence, Holton and others, all large 
places, will make quite as good a showing. 

This place contains a little more than one 
thousand acres, about one-half of which is 
cleared and in cultivation, to which should 
be added about seventy-five acres rented for 
this year. It is under the superintendence of 
D>. L. Mayo, a nephew of the owner, who is 
an excellent farmer. His wages are in part 
dependent on the crop raised. The several 
crops were pitched-in about the following 
proportion: 200 acres in cotton, 200 in corn, 
72 in Oats, together, with the usual 
smaller crops in_ proportion, such as 
sugar cane, ground peas, potatoes, 
etc., including about 150 acres. of 
the corn land sowed down in field peas. 
All these crops are in splendid condition, and 
as far advanced as good land and cultivation, 
supplemented by the late extraordinary sea- 
sons, could make them. Of the two main 
crops the cotton is more backward than the 
corn, though sufficiently advanced for the 
season of the year. The corn crop—and this 
applies to al the neighboring places around— 
is simply beyond precedent in its outlook. 
A 30-acre field 1 rode through averaged higher 
than could be reached on horseback. I must 
mention that on this place there are now 
some 200 busheis of old corn fer sale. The 
oat crop has been gathered and housed, the 
75 acres yielding by estimation between 800 
and 1,000 bushels, on old iand, without ma- 
nure. One field of 10 acres, not on the place, 
but cultivated apart and highly mwanured, 
averaged 35 bushels per acre. The cotton 
lands on this place have been manured with 
15 tons guano and phosphate, for which the 
owner pays 400 and 480 pounds of lint cotton 
per ton. He expects to make 100 bales on the 
250 acres planted, and the present outlook 
justifies the hope. One feature of this place 
deserving mention is the experimental patch 
of seven acres, planted with five different va- 
rieties of cotton seed—the Dixie, Jowers, 
Jones, Hurlong and Mckibben. 

THE LABOR SUPPLY. 

Labor in this section appears to be abun-, 
dant, the wagesof good farm hands being! 
about $110 per annum. The farmers, how- 
ever, are beginning to complain that the tur- 
pentine farms, by promising higher wages, 
are gradually drawing off their hands. 
Mitchell has quite a number of turpentine 
stills in active operation and the number is 
increasing. ‘Like all the counties along the 
Brunswick and Albany railroad, the pine 
trees are all ‘‘boxed”’ in every direction, and 
rapidly advancing in value. At the nearest 
railroad station to this place, Flint, tive miles 
distant, on the Savannah, Florida and Wes- 
tern road, one large still is operated by Messrs 
Baggs & Collins, and another a few miles be- 
low, run by Collins & Mansfield, both of 
which do a large business. 

AN IMPROVEMENT NOTICEABLE. 

Passing through the country from Albany 
to this place, the crops along the road, where 
any signs of care and cultivation were appa- 
parent, were in good condition and far be- 
yond those of ordinary years. A gradualim- 
provement was apparent, however, the farther 
down lcame. As a general rule, too, the 
hands were all afield and hard at work. On 
many of the places, it has more than a fair 
start, and wiil require extra labor to kill it 
out. Probably one more plowing will be all 
required for the corn crop between here and 
Albany, before laying by. As a rule, the 
stock were neverin better condition at this 
season of the year. 

THE SCENE ON THE RETURN TRIP. 

Coming up through the country from 
Mitchelll it was noted that the heavy rains 
of the night and day previous had been very 
general all along the route, some places being 
almost submerged. Old farmers said they 
never saw the like of rain before at this season 
of the year. The only possible drawback that 
can attend this constant succession of rains is 
the fine start it gives to the grass, which has 
already gained a firm foothold on all the plan- 
tations below here, and which will tax the 
best energies of the planters to overcome. 
The time now and recently necessarily taken 
in harvesting the unprecedented oat crop has 
thrown all of them behind in this matter, for 
it is worthy of note that on none of the places 
seen by the writer had this crop been cut, ex- 
cept by hand, viz: the old-fashioned cradle. 
The improved reapers and mowers have not 
made their way into this section yet, and asa 
consequence much valuable time has been 
lost on this crop, not tomention other serious 
losses by waste and negligent work in cutting. 
On several places the proportion left in the 
field might well have been mistaken for an 
ordinary crop. The pasturage it affords, how- 
ever, for stock, is all the better, as their sleek 
and. improved looks eveiywhere attest. 
The main interest of all the farmers 
below and around here is now centered on 
the cottoncrop. The corn crop is almost as 
good as made. The sugar cane crop is well 
under way, and looks well. The other smal- 
ler field crops, such as field peas, potatoes, 
ground peas, etc., are almost assured. But 
the cotton, apart from the work yet required 
in thinning out and subduing the grass, has 
yet the dreaded caterpillar season to go 
throngh in July and August. 

One thing more 1 must note before quiting 
this topic, albeit it isan old subject, and that 
is the great waste that is everywhere apparent 
in southwest Georgia farming operations. 
‘It never rains, but it pours,’ is true to the 
letter down here. Our farmers can stint 
themselves, as they have necessarily been 
bound to do for three years out of four hith- 
erto, but when Ceres happens, as she has thas 
far this year, to pour out ber tull horn into 
their laps, her gifts are in general as lavishly 
squandered, as they were bounteously be- 
stuwed. The oat crop, as before mentioned, 
has been but little mure than half gathered. ; 
In feeding the stock, the same Javishness is 
observed. Straw and oat choppers are rarely 
used, and toa mere onlooker it would seem 
that double the same number of stock could 
be fed with the quantity given at each feed.

DESPOTISM IN THE HOUSE. 

The republican members of the house of 
representatives at the outset of the session 
adopted rules for the conduct of the business 
that might come before the house. These 
rules were to be maintained to the end of the 
session. All business was introduced and 
plans formed under this code of rules. But 
the republicans found that paragraph 8 of 
rule 16, which they had themselves adopted, 
would not permit them to seat, as they had 
early determined to do, every republican con- 
testant from a southern district. They there- 
fore determined toso amend the paragraph 
that their programme could be fully carried 
out regardless of the facts in such cases. In 
the very first case that was taken up action 
was had under the amended rule on forged 
evidence, and so to the end of the chapter. 

A change of rules for the purpose of carry- 
ing @ point in partisan warfare is iniquitous 
enough, and in this case inconsistent enough 
—for the original rule was the creation of 
the republican majority; but no one denies 
the absolute right of the house to amend its 
rules. Such amendment should, however, be 
effected in strict accordance with the method 
prescribed by existing rules. Any other 
course would be arbitrary, revolutionary, and 
contrary to all precedent and all wisdom. It 
means, in fact, anarchy. It is thoroughly un- 
parliamentary and anti-republican. And this 
is just what the republicans resorted to in 
order to adopt the new rule. Keifer in flat 
violation of the rules held that he would not 
entertain a motion to lay on the tabig, al- 
though such a motion goes to the merit of a 
subject, and he further refused to entertain 
an appeal from his refusal to put a motion to 
lay on the table He, in short, swept aside 
law and precedent, crushing the rights of the 
minority to secure the passuge after a fashion 
of a rule of the republican caucus, 

All this may be very fine from a partisan 
standpoint, but if rules have no binding force 
and minorities no rights, what guarantee have 
we that the majority will not apply similar 
tactics to appropriation bills? They may find 
an obstruction when a big” steal is smuggled 
into an appropriation bill. If they do, the 
pliant Keifer will be on hand to assist in re- 
moving the obstruction in strict accordauce 
with the precedent that has been set. An 
obstruction is as likely to arise in the one case 
as the other. It should be borne in mind 
that the naval bill, which is usually one of 
the first to be reported, is still held back, and 
that Boss Robeson and his _ associates 
have by no means” abandoned their 
scheme to secure an immense appropriation 
fora new navy. The monitor b‘ll has also 
been held back. There is an immenst sur- 
plus in the treasury, and the plunderers of 
the country are ravenous in their desire to 
get their hands into it. The rules of the 
house are now practically valueless as a 
means of restraint. The minority is power- 
less. The question now is, what will satisty 
the lobby and the jobbers? The entire sur- 
plus of $150,000,000 may be involved in this 
revolutionary change of the rules by the re- 
publican majority through the co-operation 
of the pliant and despotic Keifer. Unless 
public sentiment on the subject is emphatic 
and unmistakeable, the ruling of the speaker 
will be worked for all it is worth.

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THE WEEK ACROSS THE WATER. 

The affairs at Cairo have monopolized the 
attention of all who take an interest in 
European matters. Contrary to the indica- 
tions of the previous week, Arabi Bey, in- 
stead of becoming a supplicant, 
caused himself to be reinstated 
as secretary of war and head of the 
army. He is for the moment dictator of 
Egypt, and the khedive is practically a pris- 
oner in his hands. He has succeeded in put- 
ting himse.f at the head of the popular or 
national party by appeals to the prejudices of 
the natives against foreigners and foreign in- 
terference; and what is more to the purpose, 
he is regarded as a leader in the great Panis- 
lamist campaign thatis now the secret of all 
deep movements in the east. The revival of 
Mohammedanism is the foundation and hope 
of Arabi Bey, and to the sultan he first ap- 
peals against the powers, and if the sultan 
cannot help him, he will as a last resort 
appeal to the fanaticism of the Moslem popu- 
lations of North Africa and of all the east. 

The attitude, even the presence, of Arabi 
Bey is directly antagonistic to the interests of 
England and France and to the peace of all 
Europe. But what shall be done? How can 
the popular leader be gotten out of Egypt? 
He cannot be left in power or ever in Kgypt 
without an abandonment of all that the 
powers have contended for and have secured. 
England and France have already tried inter- 
vention in the shape of iron-clads, but Arabi 
at Cairo cares nothing for iron-clads that hold 
no troops to be landed at Alexandria. They 
now propose to again try moral intervention, 
this time in the form ofa diplomatic confer- 
ence at Constantinople, in which all the pow- 
ers will be represented. This conference ig to 
be held on the basis of maintaining the status 
that existed before the rebellion, but it wiil 
have no little difficulty in agreeing upon the 
manner of forcing Arabi Bey to accede to its 
wishes. If England or France become the 
mandatory of Europe, Arabi Bey will suc- 
cessfully appeal to the Moslems to rise, and a 
long and ugly war will be begun. On the 
other hand, if the powers act through 
the sultan, France, if not England, will be 
dissatisfied. France does not like the Turk, 


nor does she want Italy to gain a foothold in 
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i: 
porth-Africa.- The powers are at cross pur- 
poses on the subject of intervention and occu- 
pation, while all want to keep Egypt under 
European control. The interests of England 
in the Suez canal, and of all the powers in 
Egyptian bonds if not Egyptian trade, will 
not for a moment permit them to loosen their 
hold. They will drive the  un- 
crowned Pharaoh out soon or late, but wher 
or how no man can tell. We are, however, 
assured that Europe will act together, and 
that when the powers fall upon Arabi Bey he 
must go. Before he is crushed he may make 
no little trouble by appeals to Moslem fanati- 
cism, but crushed he surely will be. 

No other European subject presents much 
of interest, unless it be the promise of liberal 
reforms that comes from the czar, who is now 
and has been since his accession in a state of 
close siege. His coronation has been post- 
poned to next year, in order that the commis- 
sions may have time to formulate the pro- 
posed concessions to the people. The czar is 
undoubtedly in earnest. He does not like the 
position of prisoner. He sees that he is a 
failure, or if he does not see that, he appre- 
ciate the fact that General Ignatieff and his 
slavophile ministry can bring him no relief. 
This has brought the liberals, headed by Gen- 
eral Loris Melikoff, into power, and under 
General Melikoff the new programme of re- 
form and concession is to be carried out. The 
extent of the proposed reform is not known. 
It is, however, agreed that ‘‘the original pro- 
vincial institutions” shall be preserved. 

The situation at present of local adminis- 
tration is thus described by a recent writer: 
“The Russian village commune of to-day isa 
republic in minature, where there are no 
ezar’s Officers at all. Next to the village 
stands the voiost, or union of several villages, 
and this also is governed on the republican 
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plan by elders elected from among the peas- 
ants themselves. Then comes the district 
composed of a nufnber of volosti; and here 
we find the eczar’s Officers are the masters, 
while the deputies of the peasanty constitute 
but a sort of consulting body, which is ignor- 
ed to-day by the officials. At last we come to 
the province composed of a dozen districts, 
where again the peasant deputies are lost 
sight of, and the governor is a little czar who 
can imprison or exile any deputy of the peas- 
ants without trial.”” How far General Meli- 
koff will go towards granting local self-gov- 
ernment and beyond thata national assembly, 
is of course matter of conjecture; but it is 
believed that he will go farther than he would 
have gone a year ago when he had the ear of 
the czar. He will doubtless endeavor to sat- 
isfy the conservative portion of the revolu- 
tionists, and itis thought that the czar has 
seen and experienced enough to induce him 
to sanction a very considerable invasion of the 
alleged rights of ezarism, 


AN ASTONISHING ASSERTION. 

“True, with a correction,” is the titie of an 
editorial in Mr. Cyrus W. Field’s paper, the 
New York Mailand Express. It will aston- 
ish the southern people to learn that what 
this republican paper says is true is the fol- 
lowing extract from the Utica Observer: 

‘When President Arthur succeeded to the 
chief magistracy last September, there was 
just one importrnt daily paper in his home 
city of New York which was really friendly 
to him. That was the Commercial Advertiser. 
The ether republican journals—the Times, the 
Mail, the Evening Post and the Tribune— 
were all against him. In eight months the 
president has succeeded in confirming the 
distrust and dislike ot the last named four, 
and alienating the Commercial too. Thus

is a citizen.”
